QPdRATIQMS 

1. The 3kth and 35 th meetings of the SuDcossaittee on Exploitation 
of Foreign Language Publications were held on 3 and 17 September, 
respectively. It was agreed that FID would discontinue annotation of 
Chinese economic and scientific monographs; this information will be 
available in a monthly report published by Foreign Branch, CIA Library. 
The Southeast Asia program was concurred in providing for (1) a monthly 
information report on Indochina; (2) three send quarterly information 
reports on Burma, Thailand, and Overseas Chinese in Southeast asia; 

( 3 ) a quarterly information report on Indonesia; and (k) a biweekly 
survey of the Manila Tagalog daily, Bagong Buhay .
